HE ROYAL BRENTWOOD has passed into history. 
T Superlatives have been carefully avoided in the ad- 

vertising of this sale, but now it is all over it can be 
described as about the most sensational aggregation of 
top Holsteins ever brought together—a sale most attract- 
ively staged and competently handled, and bringing the 
highest average of any public sale of Holsteins since the 
summery of 1929. According to our figures, which have 
been carefully checked and double-checked, the average 
was $638.06 per head for fifty-nine animals. In obtaining 
this average, we have followed the customary sale practice 
of including young calves not cataloged with their dams. 
Probably few sales, if any, in sale history have obtained 
such an average when the top price was only $2,400, with 
no extravagantly high prices to boost the average. Two 
animals exceeded the $2,000 mark and ten in all were above 
$1,000. 


The sale attracted a tremendous crowd which filled the 
big hay barn—said to be 1,000-ton capacity—almost to 
overflowing.

Second high price was paid for Mercedes Ormsby Aag- 
gie, the wonderful daughter of Admiral Ormsby Fobes 
consigned by Wisconsin Board of Control.

Elmwood Farms bought the third high animal, paying

Analysis of the Brentwood catalog shows the fifty-nine 
head sold included 29 milking females, 15 heifers not yet 
in milk and sixteen bulls. Of the milking females, thir. 
teen had long-time records and sold for $12,200 or an ay- 
erage of $938.46, ranging in price from $300 up to $2,400, 
Twelve others without records but from dams with rec- 
ords brought $4,795, or an average of $399.58, with a price 
range of $175 up to $575, while four without records and 
from untested dams sold for $1,400, averaging $375 and 
ranging from $175 up to $525.

At exactly 
11:30 “Brentwood time’, Mr. Misner appeared in the ring 
and called upon J. E. McWilliams, superintendent of De- 
troit Creamery Farms, who introduced Harry A. McDonald, 
president of the Detroit Creamery Company, who wel- 
comed the crowd and presented the good wishes of his 
predecessor in office, Mr. Remick, whose illness kept him 
from the ringside.

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Blood Will Tell 


By S T WOOD 


HE response to my article “What’s in a name” has 
7 been very gratifying. If the clock runs, the pendulum 

must keep swinging. In some the pendulum swings 
longer or faster than in others but the swinging seems 
inevitable, else the clock stops. So it seems with our 
fads and fancies in the breeding of cattle. 

For twenty-four years I have observed these fads and 
fancies. Lately, I have been reading of some of the earlier 
history of the breed in this country. All of this has been 
very interesting to me. From almost the beginning of 
the industry down through to the present it seems that 
man has set up arbitrary rules, standards and practices. 
Whims and fancies have permeated the industry while 
the great “Black and White”? cow has continued with tran- 
quility, dogged persistance and perseverance to build for 
herself a “Place in the Sun’, the greatest dairy cow in the 
World. Not for a minute would I detract from the honor 
due those who have furnished intelligence in contributing 
to the development, which has established her greatness 
and, yet, who can contemplate all this history without 
pathos, humor and compunction. Who would ponder over 
this great achievement of the Holstein cow without feel- 
ing that at least some of her greatness has resulted in 
spite of as well as because of the intense thought that has 
been given her. 

As time progresses, it seems the pendulum has swung 
too far away from inheritance. It was this which prompted 
me to write before. Ahe response, which I have received, 
is of a nature, which I believe will interest “World” read- 
ers and so I will pass some of it along. Different people 
have spoken to me of their accord with my views but it 
is of two special cases of heredity that I am now writing. 


To Mr. A. G. Stavert, Georgetown, N. Y., I am indebted 
for correspondence throwing additional light upon my de- 
ductions in the matter of heredity. I will quote from his 
letter: 

“T read ‘What’s in a Name” in the issue of Holstein- 
Friesian World, Feb. 21st, 1931, with much interest and, 
when I finished it, I put on my cap and proceeded to the 
barn to look at the only abnormal horns that is contains. 
These horns are on the head of the cow, whose offspring 
all have the family name of Korndyke. The left horn of 
this cow grows straight out at the side and curves around 
and down and points right into the cheek and is of a dif- 
ferent shape and appearance apart from the curve to any 
horn on any other cow in the barn. 

This cow is Ormsby Dykecroft Pontiac, 836356. Her 
dam is an in-bred Korndyke Pontiac Pet, but I never real- 
ized how many times she traced to Belle Korndyke until 
I looked beyond her four-generation pedigree. So I listed 
the descendants of Belle Korndyke and found that this 
cow was her great-great-great-great-great-granddaughter, 
eight generations inclusive of both cows, and how far back 
the horns go beyond Belle Korndyke, nobody knows. 

Now we always thought that this cow, Ormsby Dyke- 
croft Pontiac, inherited those horns from her sire but never 
had considered him of Korndyke descent so I went back 
through the sire’s pedigree and came to Belle Korndyke 
in nine generations and I found that this sire came down 
through Korndyke Queen De Kol and Sir Korndyke Manor 
De Kol, which fact would help substantiate the theory 
that the sire was responsible for the horns. 


These horns are of no consequence one way or the 
other, as far as I know, but I think it does help support 
your statement on heredity.” 


In answer to my inquiry as to just what kind of a dairy 
cow Ormsby Dykecroft Pontiac is, Mr. Stavert says, in 
part, that she has a C. T. A. record of 411.3 Ibs. fat (514.1 
lb. butter) and 12,492 lbs. milk in 319 days, gross receipt 
$292.50, cost of feed $104.26, net $188.24, average price of 
milk $2.34 per cwt. He further states that “She is not a 
large cow but of quite decided dairy type and visitors to 
the farm have invariably noticed her. She is rugged and 
healthly and we never knew her to be off feed, although 
she is not a large or heavy feeder. In fact, she is quite 
an economical feeder. In fact, she is quite an economical 
feeder. Ormsby Dykecroft Pontiac freshened for the first 
time at twenty-five months of age on December 28, 1924, 
and her seventh freshening was on September 13th, 1930, 


in each instance being less than a year between Calves, 
the seven freshenings being in three and one-half months 
less than six years. This is brought out merely becauge 
of the vigor for which the Korndykes have always beep 
known. 

In regard to this cow, I want to draw attention to the 
fact that Mr. Stavert’s description of the horn of Ormsby 
Dykecroft Pontiac makes it a very close counterpart (even 
to being a left horn) of her noted ancestor, Belle Korn. 
dyke. 

I have sufficiently traced the pedigree of Ormsby Dyke. 
croft Pontiac to find that she traces no less than eight 
times to old “Belle”. Two of these crosses are through 
Sir Korndyke Manor De Kol and Korndyke Queen De Kol, 
from which line I made my observations some years ago in 
the Stevens’ Herd. Two more of the crosses came through 
Earl Korndyke De Kol and four through Pontiac Korndyke, 
these two being sons of Belle Korndyke. 


Including Ormsby Dykecroft Pontiac, herself, as one 
generation, Belle Korndyke is found two times in the 
seventh, four times in the eighth and twice in the ninth 
generations. Thus, according to the accepted practice 
of figuring, Ormsby Dykecroft Pontiac derives only a frac. 
tion over seven per cent of her blood from old “Belle”, 
rather a negligible amount, one might contend. 


The other gentleman, with whom I have had corres- 
pondence, is Mr. R. F. Stevenson, Russell, Ontario, Canada. 
I quote from his letter: 

“T have just read with very much interest your article 
in the World on the transmitting of certain characteristics 
for generations. This was more firmly impressed upon me 
as I had just finished sawing the left horn off one of my 
cows as it was growing into her head. I knew she was a 
descendant‘ of old Belle Korndyke and in tracing up her 
pedigree I found that she was the seventh generation from 
Belle”. 

In further tracing the pedigree of this cow, I find that 
she is a great-great-granddaughter of Sir Pontiac Clothilde 
Korndyke, an in-bred Korndyke bull, he being obtained 
by breeding Pontiac Korndyke to one of his own daugh- 
ters. Thus counting the cow as one generation, Belle 
Korndyke is found once in the seventh and once in the 
eighth generations. I will quote again from a later letter 
from Mr. Stevenson: 


“My cow, Minnie Korndyke Colantha, No. 72091, Vol. 
23 (C. H. B.), with the ingrowing horn, is low set, square, 
blocky, straight top, clean cut head and neck, prominent 
eyes and wide muzzle. She is compactly made, yet in 
handling her she shows an open rib. She is neat in ap- 
pearance and a little fine boned. She is short legged and 
rugged. This whole family is proving to be producers. 
and reproducers. A large percentage of heifer calves. 
They are also good testers.” 


I have never considered Belle Korndyke a fine boned 
cow but, with this one exception, I wonder just how much 
one would change Mr. Stevenson’s description of “Minnie” 
to have it fit old “Belle” herself. I think you old-timers, 
who have seen Belle, will say that he gave a pretty good 
description of her. 


I find those who scoff at the influence of ancestors found 
even within a four-generation pedigree, yet here Belle 
Korndyke is found in the second, third, fourth and fifth 
generations beyond even that. The similarity of horns be- 
tween these two cows and their famous ancestor. Belle 
Korndyke, even though several generations apart, is very 
marked. While I will not attempt to even estimate the 
number of thousands of cattle I have personally seen, I 
never saw just this type of horn on any animal not Belle 
Korndyke or descended from her. I feel that my deduc- 
tions have conclusively proven that here is one character- 
istic that has been transmitted directly and definitely 
through many intervening generations. My contention in 
that, having proven the transmission of one characteristic, 
it is not in the least presumptuous to assume the transmis- 
sion of other characteristics. 


Using the transmission of this one characteristic as an 
example, it is very evident that a really prepotent animal

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THE FINE DAIRY PLANT AT JEAN DU LUTH FARMS

of what was, until a few years ago, one of the great 

pine forests of America, is one of the finest dairy 
farms in Minnesota. This is Jean Du Luth Farm, so named 
in honor of the famous French explorer. The farm is two 
miles west of the town of Nickerson, in Carlton County. 


Jean Du Luth Farm was established in 1910 by Mr. 
John G. Williams of Duluth, for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing the value of the cut-over lands for dairying. Mr. Wil- 
liams began with registered Guernseys and developed one 
of the outstanding herds of the country. He also bred and 
developed one of the finest herds of Red Polled cattle 
ever seen in this country. The Guernsey and Red Polled 
herds were disposed of nearly ten years ago and in 1922 a 
Holstein herd was established and since that time Jean 
Du Luth Farm has bred Holsteins exclusively. 


The manager of Jean Du Luth Farm, Inc., is Mr. R. H. 
Tennant of Duluth, who is also part owner of the farm 
with Mr. Williams. Mr. William C. Crosby is the superin- 
tendent of the farm and is in direct charge of the herd. 
He has been with Jean Du Luth Farms for nineteen years 
and no small part of their success must be credited to him. 

The Jean Du Luth herd consists of some fifty head, all 
of which, with the exception of the herd sires, were bred 
at the farm and are descendants of four foundation cows. 
The herd is 100% negative to the blood test for abortion 
disease and is on the Accredited list for tuberculosis. Semi- 
official testing has been continuous for the past seven 
years and at the present time a string of twelve cows and 
heifers are on test.

The senior sire, and incidentally the sire of a large 
number of animals in the herd, is Sir Rag Apple Pontiac 
Segis, Jr. This sire is fifteen years of age and is still a 
very fine looking animal and in active service. His dam 
was Heilo Della, a 33-lb. butter daughter of Spring Brook 
Heilo Johanna King. His sire was by King Segis Pontiac 
Count and from the 30-lb. butter cow, Star Farm Cornu- 
copia Rag Apple, whose year record is over 703 lbs. fat. 
Eight daughters of Sir Rag Apple Pontiac Segis, Jr., have 
been tested and have an average of 672 lbs. fat at an av- 
erage age of 3 years and 7 months. His daughters in- 
clude a junior two-year-old with 663.5 lbs. fat, a senior 
two-year-old with 721.9 lbs. fat and an aged cow with 794 
lbs. fat. Two of his daughters now on test give every 
indication of passing the 800-lb. mark for fat. 

One of the junior sires is Sir Ormsby Hengerveld Korn- 
dyke 5th, a splendid 5-year-old, whose daughters are now 
being tested. This bull is a son of Mechthilde Colantha 
Maplegrove, a 35-lb. butter cow with a year record of 712 
pounds fat. As his name indicates, his sire is Sir Ormsby 
Hengerveld Korndyke, the youngest son of the famous 
foundation cow, Pietertje Maid Ormsby. 

The third herd sire is Beau Burke of Jean Du Luth, 
a product of Jean Du Luth breeding. This bull is. sired 
by Sir Rag Apple Pontiac Segis Jr. His dam is Bessie 
Burke of Jean Du Luth, a granddaughter of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th, developed at Jean Du Luth, with 
two “1,100-lb.” butter records—887 and 956 lbs. fat.

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Trends in Testing 


HE summaries of Supt. Norton’s report for the past 
i fiscal year provide some interesting information on 
the trends of our testing work. By resolution of the 
Board last fall, the fiscal year for the Advanced Registry 
Department was changed to end December 31, the same 
as the other departments of the Association. Previously, 
for some years, the Advanced Registry year closed March 
31, which made a very short time for the Superintendent 
to complete the tabulations on the year’s work in time for 
presentation in the convention. 


Under the new arrangement, therefore, the last fiscal 
year ended December 31 and so covers a period of only 
nine months. During this period, we find that there were 
393 7-day records accepted and 2,546 yearly and ten 
‘months’ records. 


These figures are very significant when you stop to 
think that it was not until the year ending March 31, 1928 
that long-time tests ever exceeded in number the 7-day 
records. It was just ten years ago, or 1921, when 7-day 
testing reached its peak in numbers with a total of 14,099 
records of this duration completed in that fiscal year. 
During that -year, 2,739 long-time records were completed, 
or on a somewhat smaller scale proportionately than the 
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present figure of 2,546 long-time records in nine Months 
Figured proportionately, the long-time records during this 
past nine months’ period, have been equalled in numbers 
in but two previous years, 1922 and 1923. ‘ 

From the peak figure in 1921, the 7-day records dropped 
almost perpendicularly, the number in 1925 being 3615. § 
getting down below the 2,000 mark in 1928, which wa, 
mentioned as the first year these 7-day tests failed to 
exceed in numbers the long-time records. Since that time 
the long-time testing has continued to show an upwarj 
trend each year, while 7-day records have gone eye, 
more rapidly in the other direction, dropping to 981 fo 
the year ending March 31, 1930, and with only 393 in the 
last nine months’ fiscal period, which, figured propor. 
tionately, would be about a 50% drop from the previoys 
fiscal year. Thirty-day records have been omitted from 
this year’s Honor List entirely, because of the very gsmalj 
number of such records competing. 

Inspection of the figures indicates that 7-day records 
are made in general only on selected individuals that are 
doing especially well and very frequently in connection 
with long-time testing work. Thus we find the 109 cows 
completing 7-day records in the aged section this past year 
show an average of 20.86 lbs. fat, 569.3 Ibs. milk, where ten 
years ago there were 4,515 cows tested in the aged section, 
their average being 17.78 lbs. fat, 505.1 Ibs. milk. The 
same condition holds through all of the age classes, junior 
two-year-olds last year averaging 14.06 lbs. fat for 70 com. 
peting in the class, while ten years ago there were 2,837 
junior two-year-olds tested during the year with an aver. 
age record of 12.38 lbs. fat. 

Another comparison of interest in connection with the 
testing work of ten years ago is the relative proportion 
of ten months and yearly records. In the fiscal year 
1920-21, there were 763 ten months records and 1,976 yearly 
records reported, which compares with 722 ten months 
records, 1,824 yearly records completed in the nine months 
fiscal period just closed. These figures show 27.8% of the 
long-time records in 1921 were ten months tests, while in 
the period just closed, ten years later, the ten months 
records made up 28.3% of all the long-time records. Our 
guess would have been a larger percentage increase in 
favor of the ten months test, but that is the way it figures 
out. The fiscal year, 1929-30, showed almost exactly 30% 
of the long-time records in the ten months division, so that 
the proportion of ten months testing has dropped slightly 
from the previous year. 

Another interesting comparison in the trend of testing 
comes in the proportion of records made in Classes A, B 
and C. We find that for the past year 1,222 ten months 
and yearly records were completed in Class A, 956 in Class 
B and 368 in Class C. 
48% for Class A, 37.6% for Class B and 14.4% for Class C. 
These compare with percentages for the previous year of 
49.9% in Class A, 36.4% for Class B and 13.7% for Class 
C, a slight percentage gain for both Classes B and C, with 
Class B registering a little the larger gain of the two. 
Five years ago, the figures show 62.3% of the long-time 
records made in Class A, 31.9% in Class B and 5.9% in 
Class C. We believe the trend towards three-time and 
two-time milking records will be even more clearly demon- 
strated when the current year’s reports are completed. 


A Significant Study 


E are presenting in the Round Table section this 
W week one of the most interesting letters we have 

received in a long time. It is a study by a well 
known Michigan breeder of the subject of butterfat per- 
centages in which a number of questions are raised that 
will challenge the thought and interest of our breeders 
generally. 

In making this study, Mr. Tansky has gone to the Red 
Book because of the fact that listings of daughters of the 
sires here includes all of the daughters in the herds tested 
rather than a selected few, while, in addition, these rec- 
ords represent normal, every-day production and are thus 
not open to any charge or criticism that the records are 
forced or abnormal. 

Out of the 2,200 sires listed in Vol. 2 of the Red Book, 
only 141, or 6.4%, have produced any daughters that have 
tested as high as 4% in their year’s work. These 141 sires 
have a total of 990 daughters tested and out of these 990 
daughters, there are 191, or a little over one to a sire, that 
have tested 4% or better for the year. These sires had a 
larger number (201) daughters that tested below the av- 
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erage of the breed (3.4%) than they had testing above 4%. 
months records. ; ; 

Mr. Tansky’s study certainly presents plenty of food 
for thought and we hope will stimulate and inspire other 
preeders to make more use of the same sources of informa- 
tion in considering their own breeding problems. 





Ezra B. Stephens 


N the death of Ezra B. Stephens on March 16, the town 
| of Greenwood, New York, sustained the loss of one of 

its old landmarks and most respected and esteemed 
citizens. He was born and always lived in the town of 
Greenwood. Mr. Stephens was born in 1852 and passed 
away at the farm in West Greenwood after an illness of 
several months’ duration. He was a very successful farmer 
and dairyman. He was one of the pioneers in the raising 
of pure bred Holstein cattle in this vicinity and was known 
far and wide as an honorable and upright man. Mr. 
Stephens became a member of the Association in 1900 and 
has registered a total of 149 animals in the herd book of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 


Bernhard Meyer 


ERNHARD MEYER, nationally known Holstein breed- 
B er, died April 19 at his home in Somerville, N. J., at 

the age of 85 years. His death followed a stroke of 
paralysis about ten days earlier. Mr. Meyer was born in 
Germany, coming to 
this country when 
he was seventeen 
years of age. In 
New York City, he 
engaged in the pro- 
vision business, 
wholesale and re- 
tail, which proved 
the foundation of a 
substantial fortune. 
Mr. Meyer came to 
Somerville forty- 
one years ago and 
purchased the Fin- 
derne Stock Farm, 
which he conducted 
for thirty - seven 
years. The herd of 
Holsteins here was 
one of the _ best 
known in the coun- 
try and was highly 
successful in breed- 
ing and developing 
world’s record 
breakers. Here in 
1912, Finderne 
Pontiac Netherland 
became the first 
28-lb. junior two- 
year-old of the 
breed and the fol- 
lowing year Val- 
dessa Scott 2d electrified the breeding industry with the 
first record above 40 lbs. butter. That same year, 
Finderne Pietertje Johanna became the first 35-lb 
junior three-year-old and the following year Finderne 
Holingen Fayne raised this mark to over 37 lbs. Con- 
tinuing in yearly test, Finderne Holingen Fayne com- 
pleted her record of 1116 lbs. fat in 1915, which has 
stood since that date as the highest mark for junior 
three-year-olds, being the longest standing world’s 
championship mark in our breed. That same year 
Finderne Pride Johanna Rue became the first 1400-lb. 
butter producer with her record of 1176.47 lbs. fat. The 
following year in 1916 Finderne Mutual Fayne raised 
the mark for junior two-year-olds by over 200 lbs. fat 
with her record of 960.51 lbs. fat, standing as the 
championship mark from 1916 to 1927. These and 
other great records brought great renown to the Finderne 
Stock Farm and this name is still prominent in the 
pedigrees of many of our greatest producers, although 
for some years before his complete retirement four years 
ago, Mr. Meyer had been carrying on his Holstein opera- 
tions less actively. A part of the records referred to 
while completed in Mr. Meyer’s herd, are listed as made 
by the Somerset Holstein Breeders Company, a combina- 
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tion which he organized of the Finderne Stock Farm, the 


Bloomingdale Farm of the late Mr. A. A. Cortelyou, with 
Jacob Todd, Jr., as secretary. Mr. Meyer has been @ 
member of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
since 1900. 

Mr. Meyer was a member of Solomon’s Lodge No. 46, 
F. & A. M., a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Manville National Bank, president of Sargeant Brothers 
and was interested in church work, contributing liberally 
toward various churches. His death is mourned by a 
wide circle of friends. Besides his wife, he leaves four 
sons, Herman H. Meyer, and Edward F. Meyer of 
Finderne, Frederick F. Meyer of Mill town, and Bern- 
hard F. Meyer of Somerville. There are also eleven 
grandchildren and one great-grandchild. Funeral serv- 
ices were held April 22 from his late home with Masonie 
burial services at the grave.

WHERE DO WE START? 


Can the Per Cent of Butterfat of Holsteins be 
Raised above the Natural Average? 

This question is troubling a considerable portion of 
the Holstein-Friesian breeders. Various claims of success 
are heard now and then. In the Jan. 17, 1931 issue of the 
Holstein-Friesian World, the editor touched upon this ques- 
tion and stated that, “At best, it is a long-term proposition’. 
However, if it were only a question of time it might not 
be so bad. If persistency could bring the desired results, 
it might be a valuable task for the patient to follow. It 
seems to us, however, that patience alone is an insignifi- 
cant factor. The cardinal question is “How to get at it?” 

The Red Book facilitates such a study, more valuable 
than the Blue Book. The Red Book lists all daughters 
xf a sire is a herd, thus permitting us to see not what a 
few select daughters are, but the entire lot of daughters 
on herd test. 

The Red Book, Vol. 2, lists 2.200 sires with their 6,224: 
daughters. While the numbers may not be sufficient for 
conclusions, they are, however, sufficient to give us @& 
fair conception of the problem. Of these 2,200 sires, there 
are (6.4%) with 990 daughters that show one or more 
daughters with 4% fat. A careful study of these shows that 
141 sires sired 191 daughters that tested 4% or over. 
The same sires also sired 201 daughters that tested below 
the average of 3.4% and 22 daughters that tested be- 
low 3%. 

Of the 141 sires only 39 show no daughters testing be 
low 3.4%, while 65 of the 141 sires show that they have 
daughters in the below 3.4% groups and 20 sires have 
daughters in the below 3% group. Of the 990 daughters 
of these so-called 4% sires, only one of every five is in the 
4% group and one of every 4.1 daughters is in the below 
3.4% group. 
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Of all the sires in Vol. 2 Red Book, one of sixteen sires 
is in the 4% group and one of every 32 cows is in the 
4% group. 

To go a step further, we selected the sires in the 4% 
group that have five or more daughters tested. There are 
76 such sires. These 76 sires have 813 daughters of which 
127 tested 4% or better. On hundred ninety-one tested 
below the average of 3.4% and 19 tested below 3%, the 
balance (476) ranging in test from 3.4 to 3.9% fat. Of 
these 76 sires, 19 have no daughters in the groups testing 
below the average of 3.4%, while 57 sires have daughters 
that test below 3.4% and 17 have daughters that test 
below 3%. 

In this group we find that there is one of every 6.4 
of these sires that is in the 4% group and one in every 
4.2 daughters that tests below 3.4%. 

These 141 sires represent almost every strain and 
family of the Black and Whites. We have tried to ar: 
range related groups of these 141 sires. There are only 
thirteen brother groups and these are not very encourag- 
ing—one group of six brothers with 88 daughters tested 
showed six daughters testing above 4%, five under 3%. 
One other group showed three brothers listed, the balance 
just two each. Then we arranged sires, sons and grand- 
sons in groups. We found four of these groups. Finally 
we arranged a group of grandsons, all of these groups very 
meagre in numbers and indicating no family making a 
really dominant showing. 

It might be of interest for a geneticist to go into a 
more thorough study and find the test of the dams of 
these 141 sires. It is a little too much for a layman. We 
have tried this on two sires and we found that the dam 
of one tested 4.1%. But she has two daughters that did 
not test that high and two more of her sons do not show 
high testing daughters. The son in question has only one 
4% daughter out of fourteen and seven that tested below 
3.4%. 

How are we to proceed to select the nucleus for a 4% 
herd? We find that in all groupings the below 3.4% 
daughters are in larger numbers than the 4% daughters. 
Of all the 76 sires, we find only one that shows over 50% 
of 4% daughters with none in the below 3.4% group and 
we also find one with 41 daughters and he shows fifteen 
daughters testing below 3.4%. 

We ask for help. Where are we to start?

SELECTING A HERD SIRE 


So many articles are appearing of late in the World 
and other dairy publications that I thought I would write 
regarding my idea of selecting a dairy sire. This is a 
very important subject more so, I believe, than many av- 
erage dairymen realize. 

Let us take up some of the different points seperately. 
The prospective buyer should try if possible to see as 
many daughters of the bull, if he has any, and as many of 
his ancestors as he possibly could. They should all be 
of as desirable type as possible but he should not expect 
to find every individual rated “excellent”. This would be 
almost impossible. He should like to see good udders 
and, I believe, should place as much stress on the quality 
of the udder as on the shape, although shape and at- 
tachment are very important. Probably quality in the 
udder is as much a result of the manner in which a heifer 
is grown as of heredity. The bull’s own type should not 
be overlooked either. Above all he should have character, 
masculinity and evidence of vitality. If his type was de- 
sirable but if he appeared lazy or sluggish he should 
be discriminated against, or in other words he should 
have more than just good body type. 

The pedigree also is very important. The first thing 
to do is to become thoroughly familiar with Holstein fam- 
ilies and to do this one should read carefully and absorb 
a3 much as possible, “Holstein-Friesian Foundations” or 
the chapters in “Holstein-Friesian History” on foundation 
families. Then when he saw the pedigree of the bull ex- 
tended enough generations he would recognize many of the 
animals and would know just what they were. For in- 
stance if the names Homestead Jr. De Kol or Colantha 
Jchanna Lad appeared in the pedigree, to the beginner 
these would be just names, but after having a knowledge 
of Holstein families he would realize the significance of 
these names and know the part these animals played in 
ths development of modern strains. One could determine 
whether or not he was getting the blood lines he wanted 
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and the relationship of the bull to females in his herd 

Next comes records which in one sense are very de. 
ceiving unless we know under what conditions they were F 
made regardless of whether they were Advanced Registry . 
or Cow Testing records. In the case of Cow Testing rep. 7 
ords the best person to see is the tester for he can tell 
you this. I know from my own former experience ag a 
tester in one association for nearly four years that it ig 
very hard to compare records unless we know just how 
the management of the herd has been carried on. If I 
were to purchase a bull from one of the members of the 
association in which I worked I have one in mind whose 
daughters’ production records would look very low, The 
bull himself was well bred and of good individuality ang 
the daughters although poorly raised and stunted jp 
growth have every indication of good type. The cows jp 
this particular herd were poor producers mainly due to 
the fact that poor management and feeding was practiced, 
Only one cow in the herd of thirty milking animals eyer 
produced ten thousand pounds of milk in a year. 

The daughters of this bull were superior in type ang 
production to their dams due to their environment never 
would have large records, consequently on paper or jp 
figures this bull would not be considered a good proven 
sire but in my own estimation he really was. 


Some might say that the size of the records in this 
case is not what counted but the percentage of increase 
of the daughters over their dams should be the determin. 
ing factor, but these daughters did not have the chance 
to show just how much they could increase their produc. 
tion over their dams. ; 

Another bull had only five daughters but on twice.a. 
day milking they had an average of over 17,000 Ibs. of 
milk when changed to mature equivalents. The dams of 
these daughters averaged approximately 11,000 lbs. as 
mature cows. Truly this must be a wonderful bull to in- 
crease the production of his daughters over their dams 
some 6,000 lbs. He was a very good bull but not quite ag 
good as the figures show because the records of the dams 
were made with no silage but dry cornstalks instead, and 
with no water in the barns, they having to go out twice 
a day for water while the daughters records were made 
after the farmer had built a silo and installed individual 
drinking bowls. 

Advanced Register records also might be confusing 
unless full particulars are known. For instance one cow 
in a certain herd may have been forced considerably to 
make her 1,000-lb. record while the cow in another herd 
made hers comparatively easy, the owner thinking of the 
future usefulness of the cow and not pushing her at all. 
I have in mind a cow who has the following records: At 
3 yrs. 3 mos. Class B, 17,428 milk, 549.1 fat; at 4 yrs. 5 
mos. Class C, 13,889 milk, 479.8 fat; at 6 yrs. 3 mos. Class 
A, 16,331 milk, 553.1 fat. At seven years she is well along 
on a record in Class C which, barring accidents, will be 
larger than all previous records. She gives every indica- 
tion of producing over 600 Ibs. fat. A disinterested per- 
son’s judgment of this cow from just one record would be 
interesting. If he saw only her record now in progress 
he would say she was a very good cow. If he saw only 
her Class A record at six years he would not think so 
much of her. But regardless of whatever the record is 
her offspring would be just as good had she only her best 
record or only her poorest. 

If we had four different cows each with one of this 
cow’s records to her credit and were to pick a son of any 
one of them, other things being equal, it would make no 
lifference which we chose although the records might give 
the false impression that one was better than the others. 
I am trying to make clear the absolute necessity of know- 
ing the exact conditions under which records were made 
before we can base our selection on them. Needless to 
say there were reasons why this cow’s records varied 
so but I will not go into details. 

I believe another very important point to look into is 
the way the dam and other close relations of the bull milk. 
One should milk them himself if possible or get one of 
the boys who handles the cow to tell him how she milks. 
She should have good sized teats, good teat placement 
and should milk easily. If a cow is a hard milker she 
should not be used as the dam of a future sire because I 
believe this trait is very often hereditary. I know of one 
case where a group of daughters of a certain bull were 
all mean milkers, some of them being hard and others

Some interesting figures showing the 
proven transmitting power of Bell 
Farm Chieftain were received just too 
late for use in the story of that great 
sire in our last week’s issue. The fig- 
ures were sumbitted by Raymond B. 
Arnold, who states that they are 
vouched for by Pennsylvania State 
College. They are C. T. A. records for 
the Chieftain daughters and _ their 
dams, all records being figured on a 
mature equivalent basis. Thirty daugh- 
ters and their dams are listed, the 
daughters averaging 498.2 lbs. fat 
from 14,239.2 lbs. milk and the dams 
379 lbs. fat from 10,849.4 lbs. milk. 
Both dams and daughters average just 
under 3.5% test. Only one of the thir- 
ty daughters failed to produce at least 
400 lbs. fat or the equivalent in heifer 
form and twelve of them produced 
from 500 to 708 lbs. fat. The highest 
dam has 532 lbs. fat, only two being 
above 500 lbs., three fell below 300 lbs. 
and twenty below 400 lbs., which gives 
a pretty good idea of the work of this 
sire as a herd improver. In only three 
instances did daughters of Bell Farm 
Chieftain fail to exceed their dams in 
production. The thirty daughters con- 
sidered were bred and developed in 
the three herds where “Chieftain” was 
owned until his recent death, the 
herds of R. B. Arnold, C. S. Chaffee 
and W. L. Pruyne, all of Bradford 
County, Pa.

Better breed- 
ing is now ready to do its share and it is the proven stock that will show the way. 
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Why Production Varies 


As every 4-H Dairy Club member 
has probably noticed, cows will vary 
in their milk production during the 
course of a year. This fact is noticed 
particularly by those club members 
who keep regular monthly production 
records. Among these members this 
fluctuating production frequently 
causes such questions as “Why does 
my cow sometimes give less milk even 
when I am giving her more feed?”, or 
“Why doesn’t the butterfat test always 
remain the same?” Such questions 
are to be expected from any club mem- 
ber who is in close touch with his 
cow’s milk production and they de- 
serve a sensible answer. 


Cows Differ in Their Abilities 
to Produce Milk 

There are two things that largely 
determine how much and what kind 
of milk a cow will give; the first is 
the cow’s inherited ability and the sec- 
ond is the kind of feed and care she re- 
ceives. There are plenty of instances 
where cows have inherited from a long 
line of high producing ancestors 
strong ability to produce much milk, 
but due to under feeding and poor 
care they are never allowed to do their 
best. Then, too, there are many COWS 
“that have the papers” but no in- 
herited milk producing ability, that are 
fed and pampered to the limit yet they 
can’t pay for the feed they eat. In 
this connection it should be remember- 
ed that a good cow is like a good ath- 
lete: she must be born with the 
strength and ability to do the work, 
then she must be given the opportun- 
ity to do her best through good feed 
and good care. A cow’s good breed- 
ing is always vitally important where 
a large flow of milk is wanted, but 
breeding will count for naught with- 
out the club member’s hearty coopera- 
tion. 

Size of the Cow May Affect the 

Milk Flow 

The size of the cow may determine 
how much milk she is able to give. 
It has been found that cows that have 
made the largest milk and fat rec- 
ords have been large animals for their 
breed. It is possible that a large cow 
and a small cow of the same breed 
may inherit the same ability to pro- 
duce large quantities of milk, but the 
smaller cow will always be handicap- 
ed because of her limited capacity to 
digest food. The larger cow, on the 
other hand, not only has the stimula- 
tion to produce milk but she also has 
the strength and capacity to digest 
the large quantities of feed necessary 
for high production. Although it is 
desirable to have plenty of size and 
strength in a dairy animal, neverthe- 
less, it should be remembered that size 


and strength do not indicate high milk 
producing ability. The cow must be 
bred right as well as be large and 
strong for the breed. 


The Interval Between Milkings May 
Affect the Quantity and Test of 
the Milk Produced 


If the intervals between milkings 
are equal it is not likely that there 
will be any great difference in the 
quantity and test of the milk pro- 
duced at successive milkings. It is 
when the time between milkings is 
unequally balanced that variations are 
likely to occur in the quantity and test 
at each milking. Where the interval 
is unequal, the quantity of milk will 
be considerably higher at the milking 
following the longer period and the 
butterfat test will be higher at the 
milking following the shorter interval 
when the cows are milked twice daily. 
This is one reason why a sample of 
milk should be taken at each milking, 
in order to get the butterfat test on 
individual cow’s milk and on the herd’s 
milk. 


A Cow’s Condition at Calving Time 
May Affect Her Production 

Cows that are in a good state of 
flesh just before calving usually give 
more milk during the lactation than 
if they are in poor physical condition. 
If the cow is excessively fat before she 
calves, the butterfat test of her milk 
is likely to be high for the first three 
or four weeks after calving. This 
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fact is taken advantage of when cer. 
tain official short-time tests are made 
and accounts partially at least for the 
extremely high short-time butterfat 
records sometimes reported. It is the 
exception rather than the rule for 
such a cow to sustain her high fat test 
over the entire lacation as after her 
excess flesh is milked-off she tends 
to return to her natural level of but. 
terfat test. Her milk production on 
the other hand, maybe fairly high by 
proper care and feeding.

with a temperament which caused them to hold up their 
milk quite often. At one milking they might produce 
twenty-five pounds and at the next ten pounds. A group 
of daughters like this in a farmer’s herd would add con- 
siderably to the length of time it took to do the milking. 
Fifteen ordinary cows producing as much milk per cow 
could be milked in the same length of time it would take 
to milk ten of this kind. A saving of a half hour or so 
every milking means a lot to any dairyman. It is also 
more difficult to put a good Advanced Register record on 
a cow of this type, whatever good production inheritance 
she may have, because unless we have a very conscien- 
tious and good milker, the hard milking cow or one who 
holds her milk will be neglected in some way and the 
milker will not get along good with her which is not con- 
ducive to maximum production. A little milk left in the 
udder will tend to dry the cow off sooner. There are many 
men milking who can get along with cows they can milk 
easily but who cannot get along with cows having some of 
these undesirable characteristics. 


When I started this I did not intend it to be so long 
but just wanted to bring out a few points that I had in 
mind regarding the selection of a herd sire which I had 
not seen discussed as yet. It would take a whole book 
to really go into details on the subject. 

In conclusion would like to state that I believe too 
much stress has been placed on records and not enough 
on some of the other requirements which a sire should 
have. 


If the pedigree of a young bull contained a succession 
of good proven sires and dams and in other ways suited 
me I would not hesitate to use this young animal in pref- 
erence to a so-called proven sire with poorer type or a 
weaker pedigree. Personally I would rather see the seven 
nearest dams of a bull and use my own judgment as to 
their production, than to see the records of the seven days 
and guess their type.

Some Interesting Observations on California Herds and Holstein Activities 
By H. A. MATHIESEN, Pacific Coast Field Representative, Holstein-Friesian Association 


The California Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation will hold its annual meeting 
in Los Angeles County on Saturday, 
April 25th. A good crowd is expected 
The meeting will be in charge of the 
Southern California Holstein Associa- 
tion, which is arranging an unique 
program. The association members 
are planning on visiting a number of 
herds in the county and making a 
study of the breeding ability of a num- 
ber of the herd sires through the 
type and performance of their daugh- 
ters. Further announcements will be 
made in the World regarding this 
meeting. 


California breeders are making much 
progress with the breed and in spite 
of the surplus of milk in several of 
the cities the demand and prices for 
good cows is holding up very well. 
The surplus situation in this state as 
well as throughout the West has 
caused most of our breeders to give 
more strict attention to their breeding 
programs. 

Testing for production cannot be 
separated from the breeding program. 
The following list of those now doing 
official testing in the state indicates 
that California breeders are not down- 
hearted.

This makes a total of 213 head on 
test, a mighty fine showing for times 
such as are reported at present. It 
is this same spirit which has given 
to the breeders in this state a total 
of tweny-three 1,000-lb. fat cows and 
19 of the 30,000-lb. milk cows either 
bred or developed within the state. 


The 1920 census reported that Hol- 
steins made up 71% of California’s 
dairy population and there are some- 
where in the neighborhood of 625,000 
dairy cows in the state. I’ll be frank, 
to admit that I never saw quite so 
many Holsteins before at one time. 
Big herds, lots of them, and Holsteins 
everywhere. 


A recent dairy survey in Monterey 
County, which is on the coast and 
south of San Francisco, revealed 455 
dairy herds. Of the pure bred bulls, 
about 96% are Holsteins. A report 
giving the Summary of Monterey Coun- 
ty dairy Cost Study for 1929 shows 
that the herds included in this study 
averaged 91.9 animal units per herd. 
If any of our eastern friends want real 
scenery I want to suggest this county 
to them for the reason that California 
scenery is aided a lot by pastures and 
pastures full of great fine black and 
white cows. As a matter of fact, this 
same thing holds true wherever dairy- 
ing is of major importance. The study

In 
addition to this he receives $14.01 as 
interest on his investment which 
makes his farm income $80.12 per 
cow. 

The Holsteins in this county are 
largely grades. The largest pure bred 
Holstein herd is on the Patrick Farms 
near Salinas. This herd of more than 
three hundred head is in charge of 
L. W. (Joe) Wing, formerly of Oregon, 
Agr. College, and a graduate of Mis- 
souri. Mr. Wing was one of the win- 
ners of the scholarship given by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. Here is proof of the good of 
these scholarships. A son of King of 
the Pontiacs left a wonderful lot of 
descendants in this herd. Incidentally 
this herd supplies a large percentage 
of the good bulls for this county.

He now has a 
number that are eighty-seven and five- 
tenths percent the same blood as their 
sire. Breeders of livestock will watch 
with interest Professor Regan’s re- 
port on this interesting phase of in- 
breeding work.

‘tribute in a small way in taxes to support, was crediteg 
in one of our local daily papers with having said that ip. 
heritance plays a very meagre part in production, produc. 
tion depending very largely upon feed. Nothing could be 
more absurd. True, production would be impossible with. 
out food, on the other hand production without inheritance, 
would be impossible in spite of feed. Otherwise, one could 
get just as large production from one cow as another and 
just as much from a Hereford as a Holstein. 


An intelligent breeding program involves more than 
the animal, him or herself. It involves more than one or 
two ancestors and more than one or two generations of 
ancestors. Certain traits may be enhanced by environ. 
ment but what is bred in is pretty certain to be what is 
brought out. True, we see some nice-looking or large. 
producing individuals who do not transmit as good as 
themselves. Reversely, we see others, lacking quite a bit 
of conforming to our common accepted standards of indi. 
vidual excellence or not exceptional producers themselves, 
who produce offspring superior to themselves. In some 
instances, this may be traceable to environment. In many 
cases, it is unquestionably the result of breeding, an an- 
cestry which involves many animals and many genera- 
tions. 


So, again let me emphasize, in our breeding operations, 
let us look well to the inheritance.

tirely of four foundation cows and their descendants, and 
is a remarkable demonstration of what can be accom- 
plished by careful breeding and selection. 


One of the four foundation cows and, incidentally, the 
pride of the herd, is Bessie Burke of Jean Du Luth. This 
cow was born at Jean Du Luth, having been purchased 
in dam from a Wisconsin breeder. ‘Bessie Burke” is now 
eight years of age. Last summer she completed a record 
of 956.5 Ibs. fat (1,195.15 pounds butter) in six-year-old 
form. and as a senior 4-year-old she made 887.9 lbs. fat 
(1,109.8 lbs. butter). As a senior 2-year-old she made 
624.95 lbs. fat (781 lbs. butter). This year she is running 
in the herd test and is expected to again pass the “1,000-lb.” 
mark for butter. “Bessie Burke” is a daughter of Sir 
Bess Ormsby Mercedes, one of the good sons of Sir Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th. Her dam, Sherbon Newton 
Fobes, made a seven-day record of 19.51 pounds butter 
as a junior three-year-old but died before she could be 
given a year record. A daughter of “Bessie Burke” made 
578.5 lbs. fat (723 lbs. butter as a 2-year-old) and is now 
on test again and bids fair to pass the “1,000-pound” mark 
for butter. Her son, Beau Burke of Jean Du Luth, men- 
tioned above, is being retained as the junior herd sire. 


Another splendid foundation cow is Aaggie Colantha 
De Kol Verbelle. This cow has a year record of 669.1 Ibs. 
fat and 20,039.7 pounds milk. Four daughters of this cow 
have been tested in heifer form and the indications are 
that some of them will land in the “1,000-lb.” class for 
butter. A 4-year-old daughter has a record of 674.2 Ibs. 
fat and two others have made close to 600 Ibs. fat as junior 
2-year-olds. 


The third of the foundation cows is Star Ormsby of 
Jean Du Luth. This cow was bred at Jean Du Luth and 
is a daughter of their former herd sire, Count Pontiac 
Ormsby Segis, a son of Sir Ormsby Hengerveld Korndyke, 
from a daughter of King Segis Pontiac Count with 791 
Ibs. fat. “Star Ormsby” has a record of 750.9 lbs. fat and 
21,908.4 pounds milk as a 6-year-old and is again on test. 
One of her daughters, Starling Segis of Jean Du Luth, 
has a record of 829.38 pounds butter as a junior 2-year- 
old. 


The fourth foundation cow is Miss Johanna Maid Orms- 
by 2nd, a daughter of Sir Ormsby Banostine Champion 
(son of Duchess Skylark Ormsby, the first 1.500-pound 
butter cow) and Miss Johanna Maid Ormsby. The latter 
was a good record daughter of Johanna Bonheur Cham- 
pion and Miss Korndyke Maid Ormsby, the 1,000-lb. fat 
daughter of Pietertje Maid Ormsby. A daughter of Miss 
Johanna Maid Ormsby 2nd has made 677 lbs. fat as a 
junior 3-year-old and another now on test as a 6-vear-old 
shows promise of going over the “1,000-pound” butter mark.

Figures Compare Very Closely 


Figures for the prodoction of a herd 
computed according to the plan follow- 
ed in the Herd Improvement Test, 
where all tests are centered and cred- 
its are allowed for each period on the 
basis of the production shown on test 
day, compare very favorably with 
credits based on actual milk weights 
and the per cent shown by the differ- 
ent official tests. This is brought out 
by a letter received recently from W. 
W. Fortune of Essex, N. Y. Mr. For- 
tune keeps daily milk weights for all 
his cows and has figured the produc- 
tions on the basis of the milk weights 
and the tests, and writes as follows: 

“I received my Herd Improvement 
Registry Certificate No. 449, and was 
very well pleased with it. I had not 
figured up the average as I kept my 
book with the actual weights of each

milking for every cow. I have done 
this for years. Your average was 11.- 
778 Milk, and 399.6 Fat. My average 
was 11,838 Milk and 400.2 Fat. I call 
that very close. It certainly speaks 
well for the Herd Test. This is the 
closest average I have ever seen and 
I have been in C. T. A. work for six 
years.” 


This is a very satisfactory compari- 
son of the two methods of figuring 
productions on the herd. Right along 
this same line, we have recently re- 
ceived a letter from a breeder whose 
herd was in Herd Improvement Test 
and also in the local Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association. The testing 
years coincided but results were con- 
siderably at variance, figures for the 
local association being higher than 
our figures. This breeder offered to 
send in his milk sheets for the year if 


we wouid figure the credits for the 
herd using his milk weights and the 
tests, which we did with the following 
results:

If we assume that the figures based 
on the owner’s milk weights and the 
monthly tests are the correct aver- 
ages for the herd, then we must agree 
that the figures reported under the 
usual method employed in computing 
credits for the Herd Improvement 
Test are just as good for all practical 
purposes. The widest variation shown 
between the figures reported in Herd 
Improvement Registry and figures 
computed on the basis of owner’s 
milk weights for any one of the nine 
cows in the herd was 19 lbs. fat, and 
in three cases the difference was less 
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than two pounds of fat in the two 

methods of figuring. We feel that 

these results are very satisfactory. 
New Herd Averages 

We are reporting 29 herds in this 
letter, 11 “C” herds, 2 “B” and 16 
herds of mixed classification. Rich- 
ard D. Brower, Hopkins, Mich., leads 
the “C” herds with an average of 11,- 
435 lbs. milk and 401.7 lbs. fat for 8 
cows, and Craola Farm, Inc., Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., follows with an average 
for 9 cows of 10,819 lbs. milk and 373.6 
Ibs. fat. 

New Mexico College of Agriculture, 
with a herd of 6 cows in “B”, aver- 
aged 12,096 lbs. milk and 427.7 lbs. 
fat, and W. B. Cockley, Lexington, 
Ohio, with 39 cows in “B” averaged 
11,569 lbs. milk and 391.1 lbs. fat. 

Seven herds of mixed classification 
exceeded the 400-lb. mark, with Michi- 
gan Reformatory, Ionia, Mich., leading 
the group with 54 cows averaging 14,-

What is done with the State Asso- 
ciation dues that the County and Dis- 
trict organizations pay? What defi- 
nite accomplishments can our State 
Association claim credit for, and 
wherein do they help the fellow that 
is milking a string of black and 
whites? What’s it all about anyway? 


These are logical questions that de- 
serve full explanation, and in this ar- 
ticle an effort will be made to tell 
something of the definite accomplish- 
ments of the State Associations of 
the district recently. This is especial- 
ly timely when dues for 1931 are be- 
ing collected for the furtherance of 
the work. 

The Kansas Association has been 
active recently, especially through 
the activities of their secretary, Dr. 
c. B. Van Horn of Topeka. Dr. Van 
Horn, Robert Romig and a few other 
Topeka breeders kept a close eye on 
the State legislature with the result 
that from now on there will not be 
any oleo used in the State Institu- 
tions of Kansas. The resolution pass- 
ed at the annual meeting of the Kan- 
sas Association urging an appropria- 
tion for a $60,000 dairy barn at the 
college at Manhattan was passed and 
the barn is to be built. Honorable 
James Strong, a member of the Kan- 
sas Association, didn’t sleep much in 
Washington until the Brigham-Town- 
send bill got through congress ten 
taxing all colored oleomargarine ten 
cent per pound regardless of how it 
is colored. In the rush of the last 
minute, Mr. Strong and other strong 
supporters of the bill urged and ob- 
tained the passage of this bill, and 
there are many who think that this is 
the most important agricultural leg- 
islation passed by the session of con- 
gress that has just gone home. The 
new president of the Kansas Associa- 
tion, Mr. Meyer of Basehor, called 
the Extension committee together in 
Topeka recently and a plan was work- 
ed out which is to be presented to 
the dairy extension department at 
Manhattan providing for more inten- 
sive calf club work. In Nebraska 
“Jake” Frost got his Board of Direc- 
tors together and out of the smoke 
came the offer for gold watches for 
calf club work similar to the plan in 
vogue in Iowa. An excellent schedule 
of work was lined up through the co- 
operation of the Extension Service of 
the College of Agriculture and the 
Dairy Development Society. With Mr. 
Flack’s assistance more than thirty 
Holstein breeders in eastern Nebras- 
ka were visited during the month. In- 
terest was good, there being three 
meetings with more than thirty-five 
Holstein breeders present at each one 
of them. Orders for several 4-H club 
Holstein calves were obtained and two 
were bought at the Iowa sale at Wa- 
terloo. Several men asked for appli- 
cation blanks for membership in the 
National Association and these were 
supplied. Something over $50.00 in 
transfer and registry fees were col- 
lected that will help to keep the 
young stuff registered up to date. In- 
terest in the New production require- 


ments at the Nebraska State fair was 
good. One outstanding accomplish- 
ment of the Nebraska Association last 
year was their part in providing the 
money for the Holstein calves to go 


to the National Dairy Show at St. 
Louis. The advancement of this 
money, even though it was a loan, 


made this undertaking possible. 

In Missouri, President Glenn Davis 
has been working out a plan in co- 
operation with the College of Agri- 
culture whereby prize money can be 
offered at the Missouri State Fair for 
cows with cow testing association rec- 
ords thus encouraging the smaller 
breeder to exhibit at Sedalia. The ac- 
tivities of this Association and of the 
Kansas Association in offering money 
at Sedalia and at Topeka for Kansas 
and Missouri breeders are well known 
and the same policy is to be continued 
this year at both fairs. Mr. Robert 
Romig of Topeka, assures the writer 
that he has interviewed the Fair

and state department of agriculture 
administrators, college administrators 
and extension workers, professors, ag- 
ricultural experiment station investi. 
gators, farmers, agronomists, econo. 
mists, dairymen, farm publications edj- 
tors, biologists, chemists, poultrymen, 
business men, railroad Officials, for. 
esters, millers, geologists, bacteriolo- 
gists, sociologists, animal husband- 
men, plant pathologists, entomolo- 
gists and veterinarians. 

The committee of awards that this 
June will pass upon the qualifications 
and the value of the services render- 
ed American agriculture includes some 
of the most distinguished students of 
agriculture and practical business men 
in the country. Its chairman is F. D. 
Farrell, president of the Kansas State 
College. Frank O. Lowden, former 
governor of Illinois and owner of Sinis- 
sippi Farms; Carl R. Gray, president 
of the Union Pacific Railroad; John H. 
Finley, associate editor of The New 
York Times; Dr. H. A. Morgan, presi- 
dent of the University of Tennessee; 
Dr. Walter T. Swingle, plant physiolo- 
gist with the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and James T. 
Jardine, director of the Oregon Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station are serv- 
ing on the committee. 





OHIO DAIRY LEGISLATION 


Ohio dairymen are congratulating 
themselves upon the _ consideration 
they received from the 89th General 
Assembly, which recently concluded 
its work. Among laws passed prohib- 
iting the sale of yellow oleomargarine 
in Ohio, raised the standard of ice 
cream sold in the state from 8 to 10% 
and more clearly defined ice cream, 
sherbets, ices, etc., so that numerous 
substitutes and imitations must come 
under the law. Another law passed clar- 
ifies the present law with respect to 
the licensing of trucks for casual haul- 
ing, so that, for example, a milk truck 
can bring back a load of feed for a 
neighbor without the necessity of se- 
curing a license from the Public Util- 
ities Commission. The tuberculin test- 
ing laws were strengthened by the 
enactment of a law which provides 
that after 90% of the cattle in the 
state are tested, the Department of 
Agriculture and Federal Departments 
cooperating can proceed to test the 
other 10% without the necessity of 
circulating petitions or other legal 
impedimenta pending to hold back this 
work. The law further provides that 
once a county is accredited it can be 
retested without the necesity of 
petitions being circulated among 
the farmers. Ohio is already 90% 
tested so that this stands in a fair 
way to become an accredited state 


* 
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within the next few years. Another 
pill of considerable interest to live 
stock owners of the state was one 
transferring the state serum institute 
to the control of the Ohio Experiment 
Station, it being now primarily a re- 
search institution. 

The dairy organizations of the state 
were in close accord backing these 
yarious bills in their progress through 
the legislature and among the mem- 
pers of the general assembly given 
particular credit for advancing these 
important measures, appearing in the 
press of the state, we note with pleas- 
ure the name of Senator Reynolds, of 
Cleveland. 





NEW YORK PRIZE LIST OUT 

The advance prize list for the New 
York State Fair to be held at Syracuse 
September 7 to 12 inclusive, is now 
available and may be had upon request 
to Mr. J. Dan Ackerman, Secretary, 
Syracuse, N. Y., or Prof. E. S. Savage, 
Supt. of Cattle, Ithaca, N. Y. The 
Holstein classes will be judged on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, September 
g and 9, by Mr. J. P. Eves, of Des 
Moines, Iowa. The Holstein classifica- 
tion covers an offering of $2,332 by 
New York State Fair with an addition 
of 25% by the fair to the winning of 
any cow in the open classes that has 
made a yearly record exceeding her 
Advanced Registry requirement by 
50%. The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America will add 20% on the 
classification for animals two years 
old or older and get of sire and pro- 
duce of dam classes. In addition, 
$600 is offered by the fair management 
for the county herd class for the first 
four prizes, with $100 additional to 
each county organization exhibiting as 
a contribution to its expenses. 

' At this fair, we note the other breeds 
carry offerings as follows: Guernseys, 
$2,000 from the fair management with 
the same addition for cows with rec- 
ords as in the Holstein classification, 
but with nothing added by the breed 
society. The Ayrshire breeders have 
$1,800 from the fair and the same 
addition for records with $200 added 
by the Ayrshire Breeders’ Association. 
The Jerseys, following their regional 
show with the handsome increase in 
premiums offered last year, are cut 
back to $1,600 this year with nothing 
added by the Jersey Cattle Club. The 
Brown Swiss draws $1,200 and this 
same amount goes to Milking Short- 
horns, beef Shorthorns and Herefords, 
the latter carrying a 33 1-3% grant 
from the Hereford Association, while 
Aberdeen Angus have an offering of 
$1,600. In connection with the Milk 
Shorthorn premiums we note an in- 
teresting item in the addition of 20% 
of the general classification by the 
American Shorthorn Breeders’ Associ- 
ation to be paid only on winnings of 
exhibitors from New York State, the 
number of entries limited to one in 
each class.
